WORLD WAR ALLEGED— AUD-

Action Comes On Heels of Order Oust- 
ing Thirty-One— New Angle of Mys- 
tery Crops Out In Case As Result 
of Findiag Canceled Payor Money In 
ffata wa ci WKar. 



Washington. — Behind closed doors n 
corps of Secret Service agents, export 
auditors and counters, began an invest! 
gation which is expected to fix the re- 
VOttsUkiUty for alleged duplicatlmi of 
Government bonds at the Bureau of 
Engraving an<l Printiii?. For the first 
time in history, the big Government 
printery and its force of more Uian six 
thousand employeea will lie idle while 
the investigation is 00. Nearly two 
weeks will l)e consumed in the Inven- 
tory and study of conditions which 
resulted in the dismissal of Director 
James Wiimetii and tUrty bureau 
heads. 

Most of the alleged dupliration is 
said to have taken place during the 
war period, when three right-hour 
shifts were kept constantly at work 
turning ont the $25,000,000,000 of wai 
bonds i.s8ue<l by the Treasury. 

The new evidence is said to show 
that the amouBt of ailagad Liberty 
bond duplication was surpassed durint 
the latter part of the war, when Vic- 
tory bonds were being printed. 

According to reliable information, 
the vast amount of war issues caused 
the work of the bureau to fall behind 
the demand for the Victory bonds. .\£ 
a result this l>>sue was completed in 
comparatively small sections. Tliat in 
certain instances these sectiaaa had 
baoi dopUcatadLla th* chaisa aade in 
unoAclal' reports. 

(A. new element of mystery was in- 
jected into the inquiry by tlie find- 
ing of 200 sheets of eanesUad $5 bank 
BOtea, with a face value of ^,000, float 
ing In the Potomac River.

Indianapolis, April 10.— Idle coal 
miners of the country this week will 
receive their last pay, eatimated at 
$30,080,009 by union oAcfals and re- 
garded by them as a strike fund. 

The big wage distribution, an impor- 
tant factor in the miners' ability to 
continna tha general suspension of 
woik that bagan-a week ago 00 tiie 
order of the United Mine Workers of 
America, is for the final half of 
March— in ail, fifteen working days. 
The big sum is several times the 
total cash of the union organisationa 
— national, state and local — and comes 
to the miners with an indefinite period 
Of Idleness ahead of them. It is the 
only big cash payment that will come 
duriag the sospedMoa. tha uakm war 
chest not persaittlHg aqy fMSfal strike 
benefits. 

Is Biggest Pay Day. 
As most of the anthracite mines 
were kept on fUU ttana tai March and 
the bituminous lalna generally oper- 
ated almost two-thirds of the time, 
the miners' last pay is among the 
best sums the men have received in 
several months. The exact anMunt 
and its apportionment in various coal 
fields Is not a certainty, but William 
Green, secretary-treasurer of the un- 
ion, decla^ that $90,000,000 is a 
"very consetratlva^ aattaaata. Mine 
owners bow agraad with thia state- 
ment 

Payment of the wages Ims begun in 
the Pennsylvania anthracite region 
and hi parts of nUBola. Monday is 
^pay day In Indiana and some other 
fields, but elsewhere it Is as late as 
Friday. More tiian $20,000,000 will 
be paid to the men in the districts, 
regarded as forming the stronghold 
of the sav«nsion in the Pennsylvania 
anthracite region, tha central eoas- 
petitive fields and tha aavttwtgt in- 
terstate district. 

For the anthracite miners, Mr. 
Green estimated that $7,900,000 was 
due them for work between March 
15 and 31. The central competitive 
field with its 215,000 union workers, 
he said, would receive about $10,605,- 
000 and the sonthwaat tntantate 
region, almoat $2300.000. In other 
bituminous union fields, the wages due 
were estimated at $7,000,000, about 
half being to the men in central Penn- 
aylvaala and Weat Virginia. 

eita Report of U. «. 

While exact distribution of the 
wages was said by Mr. Green to be 
impossible until reports are complete, 
be pointed out on tha basis of the ge- 
ological stirvey reports that 25,000,000 
tons of soft coal and 5,000,000 tons 
of anthracite were mined in the last 
half of the month. Union miners were 
said to have produced at leaat two- 
tiilrds of tha soft coal, and tha whole 
anthracite Industry Is closed on ac- 
count of the union's suspension of 
work. The labor cost to the ton, ac- 
cording to the union'a contention, 
ragaa from $1.40 -fo $1J10 a too, at 
which figure $30,000,000 would be real- 
ized from the production of 21,000.000 
to 22,000,000 tons. 

The gecMogical survey r^wrts, re- 
tarred to by Mr. Oraan, gave tha bi- 
tuminous daily production for March 
15 to March 28, both inclusive, at an 
average of 34,794 cars, approximately 
l,750g000 tons, an increase coming with 
the appro a c h of tha data aet for the 
suspension of work. Anthracite pro- 
duction for the week ended March 
25, was given as 1,095,000 tons and 
that of March 18. at 1,907,000 tons, 
with tha last flva daya o( wotfe baing 
unaccoontad fnr.
